Washington — Representative Up- 


thaw's speach calling upon all officials 
of the United States government as 
well as the governors of the several 
state's of the union to take the dry 
oath themselves has tended to bring 
out into the open one of the most per- 
plexing phases of the entire prohibi- 
tion question. 


For it is an 
open secret that al- 


thoug-h prohibition is the law of the 
land and the national capital is the 
center of law 
enforcement and re- 


j_&pect for the statutes, the use of liq- 
' "uors in private parties attended by 


officials high and low is not frowned 
upon. 
There is a clash between pub- 


lic duty and private sentiment 


CHALLENGES OFFICIALS 


Mr. Upshaw of Georgia is the first 


to challenge that attitude of officials 
which seeks to impose the prohibi- 
tion law in the abstract sense while 
countenancing the use of liquor priv- 
ately. No intoxicants are served on 
the tables of high officials in any pub- 
lic functions but as the Washington 
Post, an administration newspaper, 
said not long ago "A census shows 
there are about 500 bootleggers in the 
District of Columbia and now if we 
could only have a census of their priv- 
ate consumers," the fact of consider- 
able drinking of intoxicants is not de 
iiied. 


But the law doesn't prohibit drink- 


ing. Officials who use liquors can very 
well say there is no restriction in the 
constitution 
or the statutes against 


the use of liquors or even their pur- 
chase but simply their 
manufacture 


and sale. The question raised by Mr 
Upshaw of Georgia 
is that officials 


should, however, set an example and 
refuse to buy any liquors. So far as 
stopping the bootlegger trade the cut 
ting: off of the national capital's sup 
ply of illicitly sold liquors would be 
a mere trifle 
in the matter of the 


bootlegging trade of the country. 


The theory of Mr. Upshaw and the 


other drys who do not like to see 
government officials drinking at all is 
that they will be better able to en- 
force the law if they privately believe 
in it.

that those who used the explosive left 
without knowing the bodies had come 
to the surface.

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EDUCATION AND THE BALLOT 
In the revolutionary war the Ameri- 


can people fought and won the struggle 
for independence and the principle of 
self-government. 
They waged war for 


the freedom of the seas in 1912. 
They 


battled for the emancipation of the slaves 
in 1861. 
They shed their blood for the 


freedom of Cuba and other Spanish colo- 
nies from oppression in 1898. 
A few 


years ago they sacrificed thousands of 
young lives in order that autocracy might 
be crushed and the principle of democra- 
cy and self-government preserved and 
established throughout the world. 


In every crisis, therefore, the Ameri- 


can people have proved that they are wil- 
ling to lay down their lives if necessary 
in order that we may preserve a demo- 
cratic government for ourselves and ex- 
lend its blessings to those less fortunate 
than ourselves. 
There can therefore be 


no question as to the stability and perma- 
nency of democracy in this country 
againstrforeign aggression. "Would it not 
be well, therefore, to inquire whether our 
government is as safe from internal ag- 
gression as it is from foreign foes? 


In their zeal for the democratic form 


of government the American people have 
at various times extended the suffrage to 
an increasing proportion of the popula- 
tion. 
The property limitatipnB on suf- 


frage in the early part of th# nineteenth 
century were removed: no limitations on 
suffrage may be made ';by reason of ser- 
vitude." only a few states require an edu- 
cational qualification; and finally by con- 
stitutional 
amendment women are en- 


franchised on the same basis as men. In 
form, therefore, our government has 
steadily become more and more demo- 
cratic. 


How does such a mass of people actu- 


ally perform the governing function? In 
Iwo ways, first, by a constant expression 
through the press and the forum of public 
opinion and its influence on the actions 
and discussions of public officials, and. 
second, through the election of officials 
-at certain stated intervals. 


In order that the people may perform 


this function effectively it is necessary 
that it be done intelligently. There can 
he no public opinion and the ballot box 
may be worse than useless unless the 
American people are acquainted with the 
problems of the locality, the state, and the 
nation, which problems..it may be noted, 
seem always to increase in complexity. 
Popular education, therefore, is absolute- 
ly essential to the success of a democratic 
government. 
Without it the people lose 


their ability to protect themselves and to 
promote most effectively the common 
interests. 


Granted, however, the ability of the 


'American people to govern themselves 
and to solve their common economic and 
social problems, the American democracy 
and the principle of self-government may 
yet be endangered at any time through 
The 
plain 
negelct 
of 
the 
people. 


Therefore 
every 
man 
and 
woman 


should perform his or her 
full du- 


ty in the peace-time struggle for good 
government with the same zeal and devo- 
tion that have so often been exhibited on 
the field of battle. 
No general would ex- 


pect to win a victory with an army of 
camp slackers. 
It is the plain duty of 


every voter to "fall in line" on election 
day and through honest, intelligent vot- 
ing to help the country solve its prob- 
lems and win victory for the democratic 
form of government.

started a fight in the appellate court of 
the District of Columbia to straighten 
out the radio air tangles. 
If the suit is 


nuccessful, Herbert Hoover, a$ secretary 


of commerce, will be put in control of the 
situation. 


Many misunderstandings and much 


confusion result from a lack of adequate 
government authority for the regulation 
of radio traffic between the states and be- 
tween 
foreign 
countries. 
Government 


messages and others highly important are 
interrupted and fogged by lesser com- 
munications in spite of present restric- 
tions as to wave lengths, while of private 
competition there is no end. 
Manifestly 


there should be some final authority in 
the matter. 


Radio is not a temporary thing. The

establish better regulations, the present 
confusion will be worse confounded as 
time goes on and the efficiency of radio 
systems will be interfered with both for 
public and private use.

That is good as far as it goes. 
Beauty 


may attract buyers, but will not hold 
them. People judge cars not so much by 
looks as by performance. And this test 
is being applied now more strictly than 
ever before. 
Even price is not accepted 


as a safe standard. 
The intelligent buyer 


nowadays wants to know what it costs to 
operate the car after he gets it. 
That 


means mainly two things—mileage per 
gallon and cost of repairs and replace- 
ments. 


The car that combines high mileage 


with low maintenance cost is bound to 
win. 
other things being anywhere near 


equal. 
And in both respects there is

Thj only question is, when and 
how should Instruction be given. 


Since our present method of educating children 


revolves about a pivot of lies, most parents are nat- 
urally at a loss to know when to stop lying and 
besrln telling children the truth, and most teachers 
are by education not equipped to give such in- 
struction and should not attempt to do so. 


It is a serious problem to deceive a child 


15 years and then try to undeceive the child. The 
hardest pupils to teach anything are the ones ^who 
already know so many things "which ain't so." 


The average age at which boys receive their 


first immoral instruction is 9% years; many are 
given evil sexual suggestion much earlier. 
The 


average age at which boys receive their first pure 
or truthful sex instruction is 15 years later. That 
means that the instruction comes six years too 
late. It is probable similar as regards the whole- 
sale teaching of girls. 


"The Parent's Guide," a little book by O. S. Davis 


and Dr. Emma F. A. Drake, published by J. L. 
Kichols company, Napersville, 111., is a $2 invest- 
ment which I commend to fathers who wish to 
give their little boys the right start and to mothers 
who want to do their full duty to girls.

Is there any danger of any member of a family 
under quarantine for scarlet fever carrying germs 
if allowed to go to and from work and exchange 
money?

Answer— The chance of ill fffct from serums is so 


small as compared with the benefits derived that I 
should not hesitate to use them for my own child. 
Scarlet fever is most communicable in the stage 
of invasion and eruption, and rapidly grows less 
contagious after the eruption is out. 
The conta- 


gion is in the discharge from nose and throat chiefly 
possibly also in the excretions of bowel and kidneys, 
but not in the scaling skin. Probably a third per- 
son cannot carry scarlet fever unless he himself 
is coming down with it. 
There Is no reason to 


imagine that any contagious disease is conveyed 
through handling money.

People know that the army an/? 


navy cost hundreds of millions a year, 
but few sknow, or apparently even 
want to know, that the department 
of state could flourish, all Its crying 
needs satisfied to the full, on ?15,000,- 
000 or $16,000,000 a year. Yet the de- 
partment of state is the branch of the 
government whose whole energy and 
service is consecrated to the avoid- 
ance of war, whose duties concern 
themselves with the advancement of 
peaceful relations with all the world 
and consequently with the 
definite 


progress of mankind. 


But this is not all that is repre- 


sented in the scope of this branch of 
the govcrnnjent. 
It is the duty of 


consuls and diplomats to protect and 
assist Americans and their interests 
abroad. 
Tho great majority of the 


vast amount of commercial informa- 
tion about foreign countries available 
to the department of commerce for 
the benefit 
of American 
business 


comes from consular officers in the 
service of the department of state. 


The negotiation of those 
treaties 


which determine our commercial re- 
lations with 
foreign countries 
lies 


wholly in the hands of the depart- 
ment of state and its diplomatic offi- 
cers. A great number of other serv- 
ices are performed—a list too long to 
enumerate. 


All this costs each individual Amer- 


ican and averages of less than 10 cents 
a year, while our small army costs 
$2 per capita. 
If they realized 
it, 


most people would regard as absurd 
the idea that such service could have 
existed, still more so that it can con- 
tinue. What they ought to learn is 
that it could bo maintained at max- 
imum efficiency for 5 cents more per

capita.

foreign travel.

that the consul or diplomat has It as 
steady diet all his life.

The Ames -was built in 1882, and was 


one of the largest tugs on the lakes, 
being 160 feet long and with a 29-foot 
beam. 
In the early days she was 


known as the Perrltt, and towed five 
barges in the lumber trade between 
Menomlnee and Chicago. 


With passing of the lumber business 


the tug passed into other hands and 
for several years towed a carferry be- 
tween Peshtigo and South Chicago. 
Later j9he passed Into ownership of the 
Nau Tug Lane of Green Bay and en- 
gaged in towing pulpwood rafts on 
Lake Superior. In recent years the 
tugs became the property of Its pres- 
ent owners and continued in pulpwood 
towing.

towing the five lumber barges and car- 
ferry and battling the elements with 
big pulpwood rafts.
